Washington, December 30.—Whether or 
not thé tug Dauntless shall clear from 
Jacksonville, Fla., for Nuevitas, Cuba, with 


a cargo of munitions of war is a question” 


that the owners of the cargo and master of 
the vessel will have to answer, keeping in 
mind the law on the subject. 

A telegram was received at the treasury’ 
department yesterday from Mr. Eldredge, 
attorney for the owvere of: the cargo, ask- 
ing that the collector of the port of Jack- 
sonville be instructed to issue clearance 
papers to the vessel for the port of Nue- 


vitas, with a cargo of war material, which. 


was on board and ready to be transported, 
the telegram stating that they would not 
make any affidavits in the matter. Later 
in the day a telegram came from the col- 
lector setting forth the same facts, and 
asking for instructions. 

This ynorning Secretary Carlisle tele; 
graphed the collector that if the vessel was 
entitled to clearance papers and the officers 
and owners made the oaths required by 
sections 4197, 4198 and 4200 Revised Statutes 
of the United States, he should issue them 
upon proper application. 

Section 4197 provides that the master or 
person having charge of a vessel bound to 
a foreign port shall deliver to the collector 
a manifest of the cargo, the value thereof, 
and shall swear to the truth thereof; 
whereupon the collector shall grant clear- 
ance for the vessel and cargo. 

Section 4198 provides a form of oath to 
be taken by the master that the manifest 
is true; that the duties on foreign mer- 
chandise have been paid, and if it becomes 
necessary to reland the cargo in the United 
States will make 4 just and true report to 
the collector of the cause of the disaster 
or accident. 

Section 4200 provides that before clear- 
ance be gramted the Owners, shippers or 
consignors of a cargo shall deliver to the 
collector a manifest of the cargo and shall 
verify the same by oath. And before clear- 
ance is granted, the master, owners, ship- 
pers and consignors of the eargo shall state 
upon oath the foreign port: or country in 
which™the cargo is truly “imtended to be 


landed. 
No Application Made. 


The secretary of the treasury in his mes- 
Sage to the collector did not assume to 
decide whether or not the Dauntless is 
entitled to clearance, but left it for the 
owners of the cargo and master of the 
vessel, together with the collector, to settle 
the question. 

Up to the hour of closing the department, 
no information had been received by the 
secretary of the treasury respecting the 
action of the coMector at Jacksonville upon 
his telegram as to*granting a clearance for 
the Dauntless, 

A dispatcu from Jacksonville, however, 
stated that the tug was down the coast 
somewhere, and that no application for 
clearance had been made by her master.

This afternoon application was received 
at the department for clearance of the 
steamér Commodore with a cargo of arms 
and munitions of war for Cienfuegos, 
Cuba.

“o1sus was only forwarded late Saturday 
afternoon.

Difficult Points. 


Berne, December 30.—The Gwiss federal! 
council today rendered a decision in the 
matter. of the addition of the claims of 
the French merchant and ship owner, M. 
Fabiani, against the republic of Venezuela 
under the administration of the former 
president, Blanco. 

Fabiani asrerted that Blanco had ruined 
him and his claims for indemnity were sub- 
mittei to the president of the Swiss con- 
federation for arbitration in 1891. The 
federal council tn 1893 directed Professor 
Virgile Rossel. of the University of Berne, 
to examine the case and give a legal opin- 
ion of the action of the Venezuelan execu- 
tive toward the complainant, who demand- 
ed 58,000,000 francs indemnity. 

The award promulgated by the federal 
council today simply recugniges the fact 
that justice was; denied to Fabiani and 
fixes the indemnity to be paid to him by 
the republic of Venezuela at 4,364,656 francs. 

The decision solves a great many points 
affecting the rights of nations, private and 
international rights and civil] rights and 
gives exhaustive explanation thereon. 

The document, it is expected, will be of 
the highest order of international value. 


ASSASSINS GET OFF LIGHTLY. 


Stambuloff’s Slayers Had the Court 
in Their Favor. 

Sofia,, December 30.—The trial of Tu- 
fektchieff, Atzoff and Georgieff, the alleged 
assassins of ex-Premier Stambuloff, which 
has been im progress here for several days, 
was ended today by the conviction of 
Tufektchieff and Atzoff, and the acquittal 
of Georgieff. 

The convicted men were sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment each. Tue light 
sentences imposed upon the convicted men 
have caused no surprise, in view of the 
fact of the unconcealed bias of the court in 
their favor. 

Tufektchieff was formerly an employe in 
the ministry of public works and Atzoff 
was the coachman whko drove Stambuloff 
from his club to the place where he was 
set upon by the assassins on July 15, 1895. 
dying three days later. 

Georgieff was formerly a servant of 
Major Panitza, who was executed at the 
instigation of Stambuloff for alleged con- 
spiracy against the government.

THEY ASK FOR PROTECTION 


Say an Ad Valorem Rate of Duty 
‘Would Be Unfair. 


SPECIFIC DUTY 1S WHAT THEY DESIRE 


Questions Asked by Members of the 
+ Committee and the Answers of 


the Speakers. 


Washington, December 30.—The session of 
the committee on ways and means was 
given to the question of sugar duties. The 
opening was given to the sugar importers, 
whose views were voiced by Mr. John Farr, 
of New York, who said that at a recent 
meeting of the sugar importers of the city 
it was unanimously decided that an ad 
valorem rate of duty was unfair, unreliable 
and exceedingly difficult in practice; that. 
1 cent a pound should be imposed on all 
Sugar below 75 degrees’ polariscope, and 
that additional discriminating duties should 
be levied on all sugars coming from bounty- 
paying countries, 

The beet sugar interest was represented 
by Mr. Henry T. Oxnard, of Grand Island, 
Néb.; Mr. Herbert Myrick, of New York, 
editor of The American Agriculturist, and 
Mr. R. M. Allen, of Ames, Neb., president of 
the Beet Sugar Association. 

The cane sugar interest of Louisiana was 
represented by -Mr. J. D. Hill, of New Or- 
leans. No representative of the sugar re- 
fining industry had applied for a hearing, 
and there was a conspicuous absence of 


the members of the sugar trust. 
In the course of his statement Mr. Farr 


gave the following figures as being nearest 
to an ad valorem basis, and as represent- 


ing fairly all interests: 

“On all sugars testing by the polariscope, 
when landed, 75 degrees or under, 1 cent 
per pound, on net landed weight, adding 
.03 per degrees for each degree up to 100 de- 
grees, fraction of a degree to be assessed 
in proportion.. 

“An additional duty on sugar above No. 
146 Dutch standard in color, to prevent 
the foreign refiners from entering their 
soft refined sugars here at the same rate of 
duty as raw sugars of the same test.” 

It was also recommended that an addi- 
tional discriminating duty be levied on al) 
sugars coming from bounty-paying coun- 
tries, with authority to the executive to re- 
duce or increase this additional duty in 
such proportion as the bounty-paying coun- 
tries may from time to time raise or lower 
their bounties. 

It was estimated that the average polari- 
gation of raw sugars imported into th's 
country is about 92 degrees. Such sugars 
would pay 1.51 cents per pound duty, which 
would produce an annual revenue on this 
article of about $50,006,000, calculating on 
importations of about 1,500,000 tons of duti- 
able sugars, which has been the average 
for the past few years. 

: Insists on Specific Duty. 

The next speaker was Mr. Solon Hum- 
phreys, of New York, who said that he had 
been appointed chairman of a committee of 
the sugar trade of New York to come be- 
fore the ways and means committee and 
tell them something about the difficulties 
of ithe existing tariff, an ad valorem rate, 
as applied to sugar; and to ask that, in 
making its new tariff measure, it should 
be made on the line of specific duties on 
sugar. 

Mr. Humphreys enumerated some of the 
reasons why a specific duty on sugar should 
be substituted for an ad valorem system. 
The ad valorem system, he said, was unfair 
to the merchant, because he never knew 
what duties he had to pay until the cargo 
was liquidated; unfair to the government 
as a revenue measure and entirely unrelia- 
ble. 
' The revenue from sugar two years ago 
had been about $43;000,000; and he doubted 
whether this vear it would reach $21,000,000. 
This decrease of revenue was due not to 
any falling off in importation, but in the 

reduction of the tnvoice prices. He esti- 
mated, however, that under the specific 
rates as advocated by the sugar trade of 
New York, the revenue from sugar would 
by from $49,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

‘Would not the cost of sugar,’”’ Mr. Evans, 
of Kentucky, asked, ‘“‘be advanced to the 
consumer?’ 

“Yes,"”’ Mr. Humphreys replied, “but the 
additional cost would be so i expressible 
small that it would cut no figure in the 
expenses of a family.’’ 

Mr. Evans inquired as to the total im- 
portation of sugar fiom the Hawaiitan isl- 
ands. Mr. Humphreys estimated the impor- 
tation of this year’s crop at 150,000 tons. 

“Ten per cent of the whole sugar impor- 
tation of the country,’ Mr. Evans sug- 
gested. 

“Yes, sir, ten per cent,’ said Mr. Hum- 
phreys. 

“We want,” he continued, ‘‘all the raw 
Sugar that can be used in this country, and 
we recognize that, unless. a difference is 
made on sugar above number sixteen in 
color, the importation of refined sugar from 
abroad will go on increasing very largely, 
to the detriment of the sugar trade of the 
United States. We also recommend an ad- 
ditional discriminating duty on all sugars 
coming from bounty-paying countries. It 
is manifestly unjust to all sugar producing 
interests in the world for any one country 
to allow an export bounty on sugar. 

“Such export bounty is a disorganizing 
factor in the sugar trade all over the world. 
We are, therefore, urfanimously of the 
opinion that the one-tenth cent a pound 
now imposed on sugar from bounty-paying 
countries is not sufficient, as within the last 
few years Germany has increased the boun- 
ty to about one-fourth cent a pound. We 
hope, therefore, that instead of one-tenth 
cent a pound on such sugar, the additional 

iscriminating duty shall be made at least 
equal to the actual bounty.”’ 

P. J. Smith, of New York, wished to im- 
press upon the committee the difficulty of 
an ad valorem duty, under which he said

Cost of Refining Sugar. 8 

Mr. Solon Humphreys, of New York, 
made some additional remarks, and er By 
inquired of as to the cost of refining ar 
He disclaimed any personal acquain it 
with that matter, but estimated that, cab 
a high grade of raw sugar, the cost wo 
not be far from that stated by Mr. gs 
one-quarter of a cent a pound, but co 
low grade of raw sugar, the cost wo = 
probably be half of a cent a pound, or o 
the refiners asserted, five-eighths of a cen 

er pound. 
Mr. MeMillin inquired as to whether 
sugar refining in this country was not in 
the hands of the sugar trust. 

Mr.. Humphreys showed @ manifest dis- 
inclination to. go mto the matter, saying 
that members of the committee knew as 
much about it as he did. Practically, how- 
ever, he sald, the sugar trust was 4 com- 
bination of all tthe refineries which had 
existed at the time of its organization. 

“But.” he added, “since then three or 
four. or five, outside refineries have grown 
up: and, if you let the matter alone, I 
believe that within the next two ér three 
years there will -be a half-dozen more 
established,” 

FE. RB. Thurber, of New Yor, president of 
the American Grocer Publishing Company, 
spoke in behalf of the consumers, distri- 
butors and refiners of sugar of the United 
States. He said that there was no just 
reason why American sugar interests, 
whether engaged in production, refining or 
distribution, should not be entitled to the 
same degiree'.of protection as other coun- 
tries. 

No other product reaches the consumer 
in this country with the small margin of 
profit to manufacture and distributor. As 
a distributor of sugar for many years he 
had done so at less than the cost of the 
services rendered. When the organization 
of the industry aimed to give distributors 4 
commission equivalent to the cost of the 
service rendered a ery of combination and 
monopoly was set up which was calculated 
to coerce legislators and court: into favor- 
ing chaos instead of justice. At no time 
has there been a monopoly and today there 
are four competing refining organizations 
with a fifth threatened. 

Today the consumers of France end Ger- 
many, the largest producers of sugar in 
the world, pay about 50 per cent mare 
than those of the tinited States, but those 
counties protect their sugar industries 
with a bounty which enables them to dump 
their surplus on foreign markets at ab- 
normally low prices whith have broken 
down the refining industry in England and 
but for our barrier of protective duties 
they would do the same for both our pro- 
ducing and refining industries. 

Organization of the Industries. 

The American Suelar Refining Company 
or the so-called “sugar trust” was or- 
ganized in 1887, Before the consolidation 
many refineries Were driven into bank- 
ruptcy or out of busigess, but since that 
time, owing to the organization of the in- 
dustry, consumers, distributors and re- 
finers have been benefited. 

Representatives of special interests are 
now seeking to change the basis of duty 
and minimize fhe principle of protection, 
but divested of all illusions, the question 
presented is whether the work of refining 
should be done abroad or in the United 
States. 

Specific duties in many lines have an 
honest basis for preference, but in ‘such 
commodities as sugar, in which pound 
values may vary as much as 100 per cent, 
the principle is manifestly incongruous 
and impracticable. 

Raw sugar worth 2 cents a pound should 
not pay as much per pound as refined 
worth 4 cents per pound, and while a sched- 
ule based on graduated saccharine 
strength, as defined by the polariscope, 
might approximate justice, it would not 
do so to an extent which would justify the 
disturbance of the present basis, to which 
trade has already adjusted itself. 

One feature he said should not be lost 
sight of; Any differential imposed upon 
the product of any country granting a 
bounty should only apply to the refined 
product, and not to the raw material re- 
quired by our refineries. 

Questions by Mr. McMillin. 

By ‘Mr. MceMillin—What are the methods 
of the distribution of sugar by the Ameri- 
can Refining Company? 

Mr. Thurber—The distribution of sugar 
by wholesale is now practically cn the com- 
mission basis. The sugars are sold with 
the understanding that a certain commis- 
sion (about 3-16) is paid to the wholesaler 
as his profit, and while the American Re- 
fining Company will sell sugar to any one 
at its list price, he canmwot get the benefit 
of that 3-16 commission unless he is bound 
by that agreement. 

Mr. McMillin—Does the sugar refining 
company require that the sugar shall not 
be sold below a certain figure? 

Mr, Thurber—Yes; that it not be sold at 
less than the manufacturers’ list price. 

Mr. McMillin—Is payment of this com- 
mission made in the form of a rebate when 
the sale is made and do those who deal 
in those goods have to make a statement 
before they can get their rebate, that they 
have not violated their undertaking not 
to sell below the list price? 

Mr. Thurber—Yes; they have so to certify. 

Mr. McMillan—And without that they do 
not get paid for handling the goods? 

Mr. Thurber—No, sir. 

Mr. McMillin—Suppuse that one who han- 
dies those goods proposes to sell to another 
party. is that other party required to carry 
out the undertaking? 

Mr. Thurber—No, sir. 

Mr. MceMillin—If a wholesale dealer sells 
to a retail dealer, the retail dealer can do 
as he pleases? 

Mr. Thurber—Yes. 

Mr. MeMillin—Do refiners who buy raw 
sugar coming from bounty-paying coun- 
tries get the benefit o. the bounty paid on 
that raw sugar?

WHY MONEY WENT TO CUBA; 
CULBERSON’S RETIREMENT, 


‘ Tee ee 

Washington, December 30.—(Special.)— 
Representative.gi. D. Money and senator- 
elect of Miss pi, who has gone to Cuba 
for the purpose of making a ‘personal in- 
vestigation of the condition of affairs there, 
has adopted what many people believe to 
be a wise method of knowing things as 
they really exists. ; 

Mr. Money began his congressional career 
at about the close of the reconstruction 
period: He ‘was first a member of the 
forty-fourth congress, which was elected 
in 1874. He served through four congresses, 
retiring in 18%. Upon his retirement he 
began the practice of law in this city. In 
1892 he was again elected from his old 
district and has served through the last 
two congresses, 

Last winter he was elected to the senate 
to succeed Senator George, whose term 
will expire on the 34 of March, 189. 

Mr. (Money has been what may be te\™- 
ed one of the picturesque figures in 
congress. He is a tall, wiry 
kind of a man, who made 
a good war record in the confederate ser- 
vice. He comes of fighting stock. He loves 
war when it is in operation but may be 
counted as a conservative when it comes to 
declaring it. He is willing to do his own 
fighting, but when asking other people to 
plunge into battle he will hesitate. That is 
One reason why he has gofie to Cuba, If 
he finds the situation there of such magni- 
tude as to call for interference by this gov- 
ernment, then it is safe to say Mr. Money 
will return wearing a warlike countenance, 
It was in the last session of the present 
congress that Mr. Money hurled with great 
defiance as well as force a granite ink- 
stand at Representative Hall, of Missouri, 
because he had understood the latter to 
call him a liar. 

The two men afterwards clinched and 
Mr. Hall struck Mr. Money one over the 
right eye with his great western fist. There 
was talk of a duel but friends ‘‘interfered.”’ 
and in «a few'days the white bird of peace 
wes perched from the dome of the mpitol 
aud the belligerents bathed their wounded 
honor in quantities of champagne, where. 
upon the goose gazefl over the scene from 
the third story window, and once again 
ell was happiness. 

Mr. Money has from the start been’ a 
friend of the struggling insurgents, and is 
willing to aid them if he pun be convinced 
that their treatment by the Spanish gov; 
ernment is as has been represented. He 
has the welfare of Cuba at heart, and he- 
lieves from a personal visit to the scene 
of action he will be able to render them 
much more assistanee than he could oth- 
erwise do, depending on the various con- 
flicting reports which come from Havana 
and \Madrid. 


Many prominent statesmen will retire to 
private life on the 4th of March, but the 
man above all others who will be most 
missed is Judge Dave Culberson, of Texas. 

Judge Culberson is a native Georgian. 
He was born in Troup. county in 1830, and 
was educated in LaGrange. He moved to 
Texas in 1856, and from that state enlisted 
in the confederate army. He has served 
continuously in eongress for twenty-five 
years and could have served to the end of 
his life had he so desired, but in the last 
contest he flatly refused to allow the use 
of his name. For fifteen years he has 
been recognized as the ablest lawyer in the 
house. During all democratic administra- 
tions of the house he has been chairman 
of the judiciary committee. Cleveland en- 
deavored to have him accept the chairman- 
ship of the interstate commerce committee, 
but the Texan positively refused to accept 
it. Cleveland also offered him a justiceship 
on the supreme bench, but he refused that. 
For years past he has said that his great- 
est ambition is to retire to private life and 
make full way for the state of Texas to 
honor his son, who has recently been re- 
elected governor of that state. 

In his term in congress Culberson has 
made few speeches through his own mouth, 
but through the mouths of others he has 
spoken often and ably. He is modest and 
physically lazy. He despised to stand on 
his feet and orate, though comfortably 
seated and with a cigar between his lips 
he has loaced youmg congressmen with 
speeches, through the delivery of which 
many of them have become famous. He 
was the first man in the house who ever 
suggested tthe speakership to the late Judge 
Crisp. It was during CarTisle’s term. 
Crisp was then a very young member of 
the house. He was called to the chair for 
a few moments one day. Carlisle had hard- 
ly been out five minutes when the body got 
into a parliimentary tangle. Crisp ruled 
quickly, fimly.amd correctly. When he 
left the chair Culberson called him back. 
into the cloakroom, 

“Crisp,’”’ said he, “that ruling will make 
you speaker of this house some day. You 
just go slow; await opportunities: waft un- 
til questions come up that you are sure you 
know—there are plenty of men who want 
to talk always and about things of which 
they know nothing—buitt you go slow and 
you will be speaker, Et is in you, but you 
den’t want to develop it too fast.’ 

When Crisp became a candidate for 
speaker Culberson was personally for him, 
heart and soul, but his own colleague, 
Mills, was a candidate and he had to vote 
for him. Culberson and Crisp were, how- 
ever, always the best of friends, and it was 
Judge Crisp’s desire that he should be 
chairman of the ways and means commit- 
tee, but the Texan would not have it. 

Second only to Judge Crisp will the house 
miss Judge Culberson.

ONLY ONE FEDERAL PRISON. 


The Government. Makes Use of State 
Penitentiaries. 


From The New York Sun. 

How many people in the United States are 
aware that there is one United States pent- 
tentiary in all of the United States? Prob- 
ably not one out of a million of the popula- 
tion except among those whose business it 
is to know such things. In every news- 
paper news items appear almost daily to 
the e™ect that federal prisoners have been 
taken to this or that state penitentiary, 
but the taxpayer never stops to inquire by 
what right the general government sends 
its prisoners to state prisons. He never 
asks why it does not confine its prisoners in 
its own prisors. If he were curious enough 
to ask why, he would have discovered that 
the government practically has no prisons 
of its own except military prisons, which 
are not at the disposal of the civil author- 
ities, 

At rt Leavenworth is the only prison 
which is a United ‘States penitentiary, and 
it is a made-over affair from a military 
prison, which was originally a lot of quar- 
termaster’s warehouses, with a wall built 
around them. They will accommodate 
about 625 prisoners, and their capacity is 
now at its limit, if not beyond, and Warden 
J. W. French has been in Washington re- 
cently in consultation with the attorney 
general concerning an appropriation to be 
made for additional prison room. 

On the 30th of June, 1895, the military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth was abolished, 


and the control of the property was trans- 


ferred from the war department to the de- 
partment of justice, and by the same act 
this first United States penitentiary came 
into existence July 1, 1895. By the law, 
the military officers remained in charge 


until the attorney general could appoint 


and commission civil officers, and the final 
transfer was made September 1, 1895, when 
J. W. French became the first warden of 
a United States penitentiary. Warden 
French had made his record as warden of 
the Indiana state penitentiary at Michigan 
City for five years. 

The prison force consists of the warden, 
assisted by a staff of seven officials and 
fifty guards, ard is conducted on a strictly 
non-partisan basis, though Warden French 
is a democrat. He has found in years of 
experience that it isn’t the best politician

Birmingham, Ala., December 30.—(Spe- 
ciaL)—The largest reward offered by @ 
railroad company for the, capture of train 
robbers and wreckers is now offered for the 
party or parties who caused the Cahaba 
river wreck on Sunday. 

The Louisville and Nashville and South- 
ern Rallway companies have joined to- 
gether and have offered a reward of $10,000 
for the arrest ang conviction of the party 
or parties who removed the rail or other- 
wise tampered with the bridge named 
above. 

The Constitution today intimated that a 
heavy reward would be offered and the 
Southern and Louisville and Nashville 
companies gi in heavy and offer the great- 
est inducements for the capture of fiends 
in human form The next largest reward 
ever offered around here was for the cap- 
ture of Rube Burrows, the train robber 
and thief who held up trains with im- 
punity. Seven thousand five hundred dol- 
lars was offered for his capture. A num- 
ber of detectives and officers are now 
working for all possible clews. 


Another Serious Accident. 

Another serious accident happened at the 
wreck at the Cahaba river, on the South- 
ern railway, this morning, and a young 
man working in a bridge gang under H. L. 
Wiliams, was seriously, though not nec- 
essarily fatally, injured. 

He was brought to the city this,morning 
on a special train and carried to the Hill- 
man infirmary, on Fourth aventfe, where 
he is being attended by Drs. Copeland and 
Berry, the company’s physicians. 

The young man’s name is Buford Phillips, 
and ‘he lives at McDowell, Ala., a few miles 
from Demopolis. His father is a watchman 
on a bridge near Demopolis, while the son 
works with the bridge gang under Mr. Wil- 

Exactly how the accident happened the 
young man is unable to state, but he says 
that he was at work with a rope assisting 
in pulling out iron from the wreck. Sud- 
denly he was thrown through the air and 
down a deep embankment. He says that 
he was told when he came to his senses 
that he had been thrown forty feet. He 
landed on rock, and was severely injured. 

His hip is badly fractured and his leg 
is broken below the thigh. There is quite 
a “fash over his right eye, and the young 
man is perhaps seriously: injured internal- 
ly.. The doctors could not express an opin- 
ion as to his injuries, but it is thought he 
may recover. Phillips is twenty years of 
age, and he says that he has been work- 
ing with the gang for some little time. No 
one else was hurt by the accident, so it 
seems.

SEETCH OF LATE DR. J. R. FOLSOM 


One of the Pioneer a. of Irwin 
County, Ga. 

Rome, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)— 
Many of his friends in Rome sympathize 
with Mr. Montgomery M. Folsom in his 
grief over the death of Tits father, the first 
knowledge of which he gained from The 
Constitution, the message having failed to 
reach him until yesterday. For that rea- 
son he was unable to reach the place where 
his father died—Cecil, a country village in 
Lowndes county, about 140 miles below 
(Macon—even in time for the funeral. 

Dr. James R. Folsom was one of the 
pioneer settlers of original Irwin county, 
which was laid out soon after the Creek 
purchase was made, about 1828. His father, 
Hon. Randall Folsom, removed there for 
the benefit of the range and Dr. Folsom 


was born at Hahira plantation, June f5,. 


1831. The country was still subject to the 
incursions of roving bands of Indians and 
he narrowly escaped. death on one oec- 
casion at the hands of a band of Creek 
warriors, the negro servant girl snatching 
him up in her arms and fleeing to the fort, 
where the families in the neighborhood had 
taken refuge about the time of the burn- 
ing of Roanoke and the massacre of its 
imhabitants. 

His father became one of the largest 
planters in that section of the country 
and after Lowndes county was laid off he 
served’ a term in the Georgia legislature. 
Dr. Folsom studied medicine under the 
celebrated Dr. Henry Briggs and was 
licensed to practice by the legislature in 
the early fifties. He married in 1857 Rachel, 
the daughter of Morgan C. Swain, who 
was for many years sheriff of Lowndes 
county, and by her he has three children 
living—Montgomery M. Folsom, C. R. Fol- 
som and Mrs. Minnie F. Weeks. After her 
death he married a second time Miss Annie 
Scarborough and she with five children 
survive him. 

At the breaking) out of the war he went 
off as a volunteer, but was discharged from 
the service for physical disability in 1862. 
He afterwards volunteered again and 
served for awhile under General Toombs 
with the state troops, but his health was 
so bad that he was again discharged from 
service. 

Afitter the war he resumed the practice of 
his profession, and although never a ro- 
bust man, he at one time enjoyed thé 
langest practice of any man in that coun- 
ty. During the, latter years of his life he 
was not actively engaged in his profession, 
but he was regarded as one of the best 
physicians in that section. He was pust- 
master at Cecil, a member of the Metho- 
dist church and a devoted and consistent 
Mason.

Depositors Sign Agreement To With- 
draw Deposits at Stated Intervals. 
Bank May Open in Ten Days. 


Selma, Ala., December 30.—(Special.)}—The 
Commercial bank, after a career of more 
than a quarter of a century, assigned today, 
naming as assignees Lewis Jeffries and 
BE. Gillman, of Selma, and 8. Weil, of New 
York, 

The bank has been hard-pressed for some 
time, owing to its inability to realize on 
loans fast enough to meet maturing paper. 
Its uneasy condition was transmitted to its 
patrons on Monday. 8. Weil, representing 
eight New York banks to which the Com- 
mercial is indebted $450,000, reached the 
city. 

His arrival prefaced large withdrawals, 
which on yesterday developed into a run 
on the bank, and an hour after opening, 
the officials enforced the one-hundred-dollar 
limit, reducing it later to $60. 

‘In the afternoon a meeting of stock- 
holders and directors was held which last- 
ed until long after midnight, when an 
agreement was reached and a notice was 
pasted on the closed doors this morning 
stating that the bank had made an as- 
sigument, but that negotiations were pend- 
ing to resume. 

The deposits do not exceed $100,000. No 
statement of assets and liabilities can yet 
be secured. The capital stock is $300,000. 

Depositors today signed an agreement to 
withdraw deposits in three, six and nine 
months. It is thought that New York 
banks and stockholders will furnish suffi- 
cient funds for reorganization, and that the 
bank will resume within ten days.

en second-class rates.” 

Only those who are actually en- 
gaged in the publishing business can 
have any idea of the enormous volume 
of matter that gains access to the mails 
under the loose interpretation of a loose 
Statute referred to by Mr. Cleveland. 

One of the excuses for the abuse of 
the mails in this way is that it enables 
the people to get hold of cheap litera- 
ture. The direct answer to this is that 
the great bulk of the literature sent out 
as second-class matter is dear at any 
price, for the most of it, if not absolute- 
ly harmful, is worthless. The country 
has already been flooded and doubly 
flooded with reprints of all the good 
books on which copyright has lapsed. 
The serial libraries and other reprints 
that are now burdening the mails are 
of such a character that it would be a 
gain, rather than a loss, to the public if 
they could all be gathered together, 
good, bad and inifferent, and commit- 
ted to the flames. 

There is nothing so costly in the long 
run as the trashy Hterature that now 
takes advantage of the clause relating 
to second-class mail matter. To cure 
this evil, and to rid the mail service 
of this useless ‘burden, and. in a meas- 
ure, protect the taxpayers, Mr. Loud, of 
California, has introduced a bill in the 
house intended to cover the ground. This 
measure will come up for fina] action on 
the 6th of January, and The Constitu- 
tion hopes it will pass.

Under favorable monetary conditions 
there is no reason why the United 
States should not become the leading 
market of the world in manufactured 
articles as well as in agricultural prod- 
ucts, 
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“Not a Second Khedive.”’ 

In spite of the brutal character of 
the Turkish sultan, whose Armenian 
policy has filled the mind of Christen- 
dom with horror and provoked the 
powers of Europe to concerted action, 
there is something intensely dramatic, 
if not, indeed, virtuous, in his spirited 
reply, a few days ago, to the Russian 
ambassador: “I may be last of the ca- 
liphs, but never a second khedive.” 

This splendid retort has a ringing 
sound which will no doubt keep it fresh 
in the world’s remembrance and make it 
one of the familiar quotations of the 
future. Although it emanates from a 
despotic sovereign whose conscience is 
immersed in heathen superstition, and 
whose name itself is a synonym for bru- 
tality, there is nevertheless a peculiar 
charm about the expression which is 
sure to give it the force and currency 
of an epigram. 

Without upholding the murderous pol- 
icy of the sultan or seeking to justify 
a single act of his administration, it fs 
almost impossible to suppress a feel- 
ing of admiration for the Turkish ruler, 
despotic though he may be. It must be 
remembered that much of his bitterness 
toward the Armenian Christians is due 
to his Mohammedan faith; and when we 
lay aside our religious sympathies and 
look at the sultan through oriental eyes 
there is less in his character to con- 
demn, if not indeed something to re- 
spect. Aside from this compassionate 
view of the sultan’s misdeeds, however, 
his bearing a few days ago in the pres- 
ence of the European ambassadors who 
called upon him at Constantinople en- 
titles him to some measure-of considera- 
tion. While a weaker’ sovereign would 
no doubt have been intimidated by these 
inyperial visitors, the language and de- 
meanor of the Sultan were in every re- 
spect worthy of his royal scepter. Al- 
though his response to the Russian am- 
bassador intimated no intention on his 
part of tamely submitting to European 
interference, it neyertheless revealed a 
spirit which, if not discreet, was at least 
courageous. The sultan’s behavior is 
all the more. significant in view of the 
fact that, in, making this defiant speech, 
he addressed himself primarily to the 
Russian government. 

But while the courage of the sultan 
invests him with something of a roman- 
tic halo, it must be regretted that his 
fiery exhibition of virtue was not dis- 
played in a better cause. As it is, there 
is likely to be serious trouble in the near 
future, and a long era of bloodshed may 
yet ensue before the matter is finally 
Since the sultan has. ex- 
pressed himself in such ‘bold and defiant 
terms, the powers of Europe will have 
no choice but to put their coercive 
threats into effect on the very next pro- 
vocation. While the policy of this coun- 
try, in such an event, will be one of nen- 
trality, American ships will in all prob- 
ability be stationed at the mouth of the 
Dardanelles to protect American inter- 
ests if necessity should arise.

The slaughter of turkeys has become a 
profitable industry in many Kentucky 
towns, and at this season of the year the 
traffic “in turkey meat is enormous, The 
Paris News prints some figures showing 
the extent of the business in Bourbon 
county: “It is estimated that the turkey 
crop this year was worth $123,000 to the 
farmers of Bourbon county, although the 
crop was a short one. This year Brent 
Bros,, of Paris, slaughtered in tis city 
about 6,000 turkeys, against 11,000 in 1895 
and 18,000 in 1894, paying over $5,000 this year 
to Bourbon farmers for the fowls. About 
4,000 turkeys were slalghtered at Millers- 
burg, about 4,500 at Clintonville, 600 at 
Spears’ Mills, about 1,50 by Haggard & 
Smith, in this city, making over 16,000 tur- 
keys killed in Bourbon, Including the 6,000 
killed by Brent Bros. Besides the $23,000 
paid for the fowls, the sum of $498 was 
paid to have the turkeys picked. Brent 
Bros. also shipped 11,000 turkeys from Car- 
lisle, and Warren Bacon (for Brent Bros.) 
shipped 10,000 from Mlemingsbureg.’’

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TUNNEL UNDERNEATH THE SEA. 


A Passageway from Italy to Sicily in 
Process of Construction. 

A tunnel between the mainland of Italy 
and the island of Sicily is now being ac- 
tively projected. Plans and a model com- 
plete in every detail were executed by the 
Italian civil engineer, De Johannis, and are 
now on exhibition at the University of Pad- 
ua, says The*Philadelphia Record. 

The principle employed by him is that of 
boring in parabolic spiral lines. After thor- 
ough and careful studies of the strait of 
Messina, its varying depths, the nature of 
the ground and all other conditions which 
might assist or interfere with the success 
of the enterprise, De Johannis decided to 
begin his tunnel near San Giovanni di Sani- 
tello, at the foot of tke Aspromonte moun- 
tain range, while the mouth on the other 
side will be located on the plain “Degli 
Inglesf.’”” 

The entire tunnel will be nearly two miles 
long and will consist of two shafts of about 
10,000 feet each, descending at a large grade 
not exceeding thirty-two feet in each 1,000. 
Such. a tunnel would be much preferable 
to a bridge, which would have to have a 
span of 4,500 feet, and, with the enormous 
strength of the winds in the strait such an 
attempt appears to be exceedingly danger-

The roads contend that the farmers will 
not get the benefit of the reduction in the 
rates on fertilizers. On the other hand, the 
manufactures say that their contracts have 
been made on the basis of the 20 per cent 
reduced rate and that it would create a 
great deal of confusion to go back at this 
ate date to the old rate.. They aiso insist 
Mat the farmers wili be benefited by the 
reduction as the middlemen at local points 
all inform them that the farmers are keep- 
ing up with this agitation and are demand- 
ing the benefit of any reduction. 


Mr. Brown’s Cutting Experience. 

Traffic Manager Joseph M. Brown stated 
that some years ago he was enthused with 
the idea that he could delight the hearts 
of Atlanta people by reducing the rates 
on coal, thinking that they would get the 
benefit of the reduction. So he lowered his 
rate and for some time after he was sur- 
prised to discover that the middlemen were 
quietly absorbing that decrease themselves. 
Then Mr. Brown threatened to restore the 
rate unless the dealers divided with the 
consumers and an agreement was brought 
about on that basis. 

‘Mr. J. Rice Smith, general manager of 
a@ large fertilizer company, stated that it 
vas his information that as a rule in the 
past the farmers have not received the ben- 
efit accruing from lower rates, but he was 
reliably informed that the farmers will get 
it the coming year. Mr. Smith is well up 
on his bagifiess and he made a good wit- 
ness. He gtated that he had no unfriendly 
feeling toward the roads and he wanted 
them to earn a’fair living. He did not know 
how they could recoup themselves if they 
lost $200,000 this year on the fertilizer traf- 
fic. He had some good words for the roads, 
and went so0 far that one of the lawyers 
remarked that he wished the witness would 
not be so friendly as it might hurt. 

Captain D. G. Purge charged that the 
Central and the Plant system last year 
cut their rates and that it was to head them 
off that the South Carolina and Georgia 
and .the Georgia railroads put in their cut 
rates early this year. Whether a reduction 
of 20 per cent from the commission's stand- 
ard rates would more than offset the cut 
made voluntarily last year by the roads 
was not brought out. 

Captain Purse was asked to go on the 
stand and the roads tried to get even with 
him for the trouble he had been giving 
them, for there has never been a freight 
commissioner in the state before who kept 
the roads and the state railroad commis- 
Sion so busy as he has done in the last 
six months. The lawyers had understood, 
too, that Captain Purse has some more 
shots to fire at them. 


Colonel Henderson’s Unique Line. 

It is vd that he is coming back 

at them With a petition from the Savannah 
freight bureau for a reduction or readjust- 
ment in the cotton rates. He is also work- 
ing up some cases for the interstate com- 
merce commission. Hence the lawyers for 
the roads were anxious to get him on the 
stand, He was a little shy about it at first, 
stating that he was not a witness in the 
case, but was representing the interests of 
the manufacturers and the farmers just 
as the legal gentlemen were representing 
the interests of the corporations.

The 
Georgia, lawyers did not tackle the gentle- 
man from Savannah, but left it to the at- 
torney from Washington. Colonel Hender- 
son assumed an ignorance of the situation 
in Georgia and asked Captain Purse to help 
him out. The colonel said that for the 
time being he would assume to be a farmer 
9f Thomson, Ga., on the Georgia railroad, 
and someone suggested that he was Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson. 
“Yes, I am Tom Watson for the time be- 
ing,”’ said the counsel for the Southern. 
“Now I want to get some fertilizers for my 
farm. Do 1 understand that you Savannah 
manufacturers oppose the Georgia and the 
South Carolina and Georgia roads giving a 
cut rate?’

To the public understanding it was noth- 
ing more than a measure aimed at gigantic 
combinations of corporations and capital, 
whereas, in point of fact, it touches every 
line of wholesale business and affects

It promises to completely revolutionize 
many features of the wholesale grocery 
business, and will affect many lines of 
goods carried by the druggists, It pre- 
sents a problem for immediate settlement, 
and the wholesalers are now trying to

to do? 

There is open talk of disregarding the 
law, and it seems row certain that the 
constitutionality of the law will be tested 
on the ground that it interferes with inter- 
state commerce. 

How It Touches Grocers. 

In almost every line of wholesale bus!- 
ness there are articles handled by contract, 
and are known as contract goods, The 
contracts covering some of the goods are 
perpetual contracts—that is, they hold good 
until the wholesale merchant decides to 
quit dealing In the article named. Con- 
tracts governing the selling price of other 
goods are made yearly and renewed at the 
first of every year, 

The following are the goods handled by 
wholesale grocers which will be affected 
by the anti-trust bill: 

Sugar, roasted coffee, soap of all kinds, 
baking powder of all kinds, potash of all 
kinds, snuff, tobacco, cigarettes, cigars, all 
classes of canned goods, condensed milk, 
matches, gunpowder, Scotch oats, soapine, 
pearline, oil. 

Though these are céntract goods, it does 
not necessarily imply “that the contract 
keeps the wholesale man handling them 
from dealing in goods of any other brands. 
The contracts go no farther than te name 
the price at which the goods are to be sold. 

It is believed that the manufacturers of 
most of the articles will disregard the new 
trust law and send theif contracts as usual. 
Some of the manufacturers have already 
notified the wholesale dealers in, Atlanta 
who do business with them that they will 
send the contract as usual. 

What the Opponents Claim. 

The wholesale groceryrren of Atlanta and 
most of the wholesale houses who have to 
sign contracts with manufacturers on Jans» 
vary ist will make a vigorous fight against 
the anti-trust bill. Manufacturers of a 
large number of different kinds of goods 
have comtracts which are signed when 
wholesale houses begin business with them, 
or are signed every year. These contracts 
usually stipylate that the merchant sign- 
ing it shall not sell the goods below or 
above a|certain stated price, but does not 
keep him from dealirg in goods manu- 
factured by any other, concern, 

The wholesale merchants in Atlanta have 
been advised by Colonel Glenn, who has 
been their attorney in the case since it 
has’ been up, to conduct their business ag 
they have always conducted it, and when 
necessary to do so, to sign contracts, 

The attorney says that the bill cannot 
be enforced, because it is unconstitutional 
in that it attempts to regulate interstate 
commerce. He aiso holds that ft does not 
touch the matter at which it is driving, 
and in no way affects the contracts made 
by wholesale houses with their manufac- 
turers. : 

The bill, according to this view, is direct- 
ed against trusts and combinations. No 
combination, they say, can be made be- 
tween the manufacturer and the whole- 
sale dealer, for the very fact that their 
interests go in entirely different directions. 

One way of construing the bill is that if 
a number of farmers get together and de- 
cide that they will not buy cotton ties 
from a certain concern until it reduces its 
price, they are liable to be indicted for 
forming an agreement for the reduction of 
prices. Under this construction of the bill, 
if a number of merchants meet for the 
purpose of lowering the price of an article 
for the benefit of the consumers, they also 
are liable to be indicted for coming to an 
«agreement for the purpose of regulating 
prices. (hese are some of the arguments 
used by those opposed to the bill, though 
there are a number of other and stronger 
arguments on which the fight will be based. 

It has been said that tne contract of the 
American- Tobacco Company with the 
wholesale houses doing business with it 
was what the bill was originally aimed at, 
The clauses of the contract which speak 
of the handling of other brands of goods 
by the merchants who deal with the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, are as follows: 

The Clause That Caused It. 

‘7 If you do not discriminate against 
our cigarettes in favor of those of other 
manufacture, and if you do not sell, or 
dispose of, any of our cigarettes at less 
than the list price, and if, in all respects, 
you comply with the terms of this agree- 
ment, we will pay you a commission of 2% 
per cent on the amount realized by you from 
the sale of cigarettes which we may con- 
rte 24 eal you handle cigarettes of 
our manufacture exclusively, and do not 
seli or distribute, or in amy way ald in 
the sale, or distribution of, cigarettes of 
other mamufacture, and if you, in all 
respects, fujly comply with the terms and 
conditions of this agreement, we will pay 
you an additional commission of 8% per 
cent on the amount realized by you from 
the sale of cigarettes which we May con- 


si to you.”

Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.)—The 
wholesale merchants of Macon are “‘at sea”’ 
relative to the Calvin anti-trust law. Some 
of them have consulted lawyers in regard 
to the enforcement of the law, and they 
have been advised to proceed as formerly, 
as though there is no such law, and renew 
whatever contracts they desire. 

Some of the merchants say they expect 
to renew contracts on January Ist, next, 
and in some instances new contracts have 
already been made. They do not believe 
the law can successfully stand a trial in 
the courts, and some of the merchants say 
they will continue their business methods 
and risk the consequences.

The Edgewood avenue bridge, the Nelson 
street bridge, the Bell street bridge and 
other structures were repaired and re- 
painted during the year at a cost of $1,719.60, - 
making a total of $20,067.09 spent on bridges 
during the year.

State by Him—Interesting Liti- 


By the intervention of supersedeas pro- 
ceedings, the sale of a large and valuable 
lot of land of the Joseph E. Brown estate, 
which was advertised to occur next Tues- 
day, has jrst been prevented. 

The sale vas advertised to be made in 
favor of Captain W. D. Grant to satisfy a 
fi. fa. issued from the city court, In the 
prevention of the sale and the consequent 
litigation: is an interesting question rela- 
tive to the original lease of the convicts at 
the Dade county camp. 

Captain Grant has also obtained judgment 
against J. W. Bnglish, T. J. James and 
J. W. Murphy, whom it is claimed should 
Mave been responsible, according to con- 
tract, for the amount paid out by Captain 
Grant to the state. When the original 
lease was Made by the state, at the time 
when the convicts were first let out, Cap- 
tain Grant gave a bond to the state. This 
bond placed him under direct obligations 
for all amounts required for the hire of 
convicts, and all fines imposed. 

Other lessees Came in, and an indemnity 
bond was given to Captain Grant by Jo- 
seph E. Brown, J. W. English, T. J. James 
and J. W. Murphy. These operated under 
a kind of sub-contract. The working of 
convicts went on for some years. The les- 
sees, it is charged, detauited in certain 
payments to the state. Wihen they were 
called upon for payment it was not given, 
and being under bond direct to the state, 
Captain Grant had to pay out all sums re- 
quired. 

Just here comes the tug. The attorneys 
for the other lessees claim that it was 
proper and just for Captain Grant to pay 
out the amounts demanded, The matter 
was carried to the courts and judgment was 
obtained by Captain Grant against all the 
other lessees individually. In the mean- 
time the state had issued an execution 
against him. 

AS a party to the bond, judgment having 
been obtained, payment was asked from 
the executors of the estate of Joseph BE, 
Brown. Tihis was refused, and a fi. fa. in 
favor of Captain Grant was issued from the 
city court of Atlanta. 

To satisfy this claim a large parcel of the 
Brown estate was advertised for sale next 
Tuesday. This property is on Decatur and 
Loyd streets, fronting eighty feet on the 
south side of Decatur street. It is a val- 
uable lot- and a big feature in the Brown 
estate. The filing of supersedeas proceed- 
ings on December 22d, however, postpones 
the sale indefinitely. The matter will be 
argued out befofte the supreme court and 
the result will be watched with interest.

Review of the Work of the Year on 
Sewers, Sidewalks and Streets. 
Captain R. M. Clayton, city engineer, has 
completed his annual report to be submit- 
ted to the council Monday. It covers the 
work done under the direction of his de- 
partment during the year, showing the num- 
ber of miles of sewers constructed, side- 

walks laid and. streets paved. 

During the past year 4 33-100 miles of new 
sewers were laid, at a cost of $47,898.47, of 
which amount $12,080.70 was assessed against 
property owners. 

The city now has a total of 65 86-100 miles 
of sewers Which have cost $710,554.56. 

During the year 5 98-100 miles of curbing 
and sidewalks were laid, costing $17,084.85, 
ali of which was paid for by property 
owners. 

The total number of miles of sidewalks 
and curbing ts now 195 77-100, which cost 
$624,785.99, 

The street paving during the vear cost 
the city $38,352.31, it having paved 92-100 
miles of streets. The Auburn avenue, Cain 
street, Butler street and North avenue pave- 
ments constitute the principal items of the 
expenditure The city has a total of 
61 80-100 miles of paved streets, which cost 
$1,869,080. 52, 

In the last sixteen years the city has paid 
out $3,204,421.07 for sewers, sidewalks and

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Suit Will Be Based tn Alleged Libel 
and Slander—Broyles Bros. Wiil | 


Judge Andy Calhoun’s decision in the 
case of the Broyles-Ebbert unpaid debt 
war in police court yesterday afternoon is 
about to create a revolution in the collect- 
ing of debts ih Atlanta. 

Pozens of grocers have determined to 
try the scheme, and are summoning pick- 
aninny armies to carry their duns. Prob- 
ably today strings of these dusky collectors 
can be seen wending their way through dif- 
ferent parts of the city, like so many ants 
which have discovered a treasure. 

Those unfortunate debtors who from va- 
rious reasons, misfortunes probably, have 
never paid their honest debts are beginning 
to tremble in their boots. Their day of 
reckoning is at hand. * 

Broyles Bros, are not the only determined 
grocers in Atlanta. There are dozens of 
Others who say they have just as hard 
customers as Dr. Ebbert is alleged to have 
heen, but it has been an inexplicable mys- 
tery heretofore how to get the money. 

This controversy has been the biggest 
sensation the grocers have experienced in 
years. It is decidedly a new and unique 
departure in the way of a collecting agency. 
Like the X ray in surgery, the pickanniny 
army has opened entirely a new field in 
the merchantile businéss, and that it will 
be brought into service there can be little 
doubt. 


Old Customers Paying Up. 

Judge Calhoun’s decision, although only 
announced yesterday morning in The Con- 
stitution, has already quickéned the pulse 
of slow collections in the city. The grocers 
state that customers who have been in their 
debt for years, and who have been refused 
credit long since, are profiting by Broyles 
experience and are paying up. 

Numerous merchants engaged long lines 
of megroes and started them yesterday af- 
ternoon on their unique errands to different 
parts of the city, but in most cases the 
delinquent customers saw an awful fate 
staring tiem in the face if they were per- 
sistent.and no more than two collectors had 
to be sent. Broyles Bros. are being lauded 
to the skies by their fellow grocerymen. 

On the other hand, a great howl of 
indignation is being raised by the debtors. 
They say ft is unjust to dun them in any 
such manner when they are somewhat 
behind in their finances. The law, accord- 
ing to Judge Andy’n decision, offers the cus- 
tomers no protection, and a creditor may 
dun his debtor all night, not allowing him 
to sleep a wink. If the method is generally 
adopted revolution may be created in the 
credit business in Atlanta. 


Will Sue for $10,000. 

Mr. James L.-Key, who has been engaged 
by Dr. Ebbert to bring suit against Broyles 
Bros. for damages, stated yesterday after- 
noon the amount he would ask for will be 
$10,000. He believes Dr. Ebbert has been 
damaged to that extent. 

The grounds for the damage suit will be 
malicious slander and libel. It will be 
claimed that Broyles Bros. abused a privi- 
ledge allowed them by the law to dun Dr. 
Ebbert, and that they had no right to 
disturb him in the night or at unseasonable 
hours for the collection of a debt, whether 
honest or dishonest. 
ait will also be claimed that Broyles, 

ros. are liable for Mbel on the grounds of) 
some of the statements made by the grocers 
about Dr. Ebbert. 

“There is positively no law on record that 
will cover the case,’’ said Mr. Key yester- 
day afternoon. “The law grants creditors 
the right to dun their debtors, and offers 
no restriction as to the amount of dunning 
they shall do, but Avhen a firm maliciously 
seeks to slander a man as Broyles Bros. 
have done by having him paraded before 
the public as they have and then sending 
collectors to his house at all hours in the 
night, they are clearly Hable.

That 
they were trying to defame the doctor is 
evidenced by the fact that they spent more 
money in collecting the debt than Dr. 
Ebbert owed.” 

Broyles Bros. as a defense say they will 
introduce a plea of justification to all they 
have said in the papers. 

This fight is likely to develop into one of 
the most interesting legal battles ever 
fought in the city, and the outcome will be 
watched over the south.

There was a big crowd out, and all the 
ills that attend the life of a groceryman 
were fully discussed. 

The official title of the new orgariization 
is the Retail Grocers’ Association of At- 
lanta, with Mr. W. O. Broyles president and 


\ The by-laws and constitutions of various 
organizations of similar character in other 
cities were read. but the matter of per- 
fecting a permanent policy was passed 
until the next meeting, which is announced 
for Tuesday evening at 8 o’clock, {n the 
‘hall over Jeter & Johnson’s store at 14 
North Broad street. 

“The retail grocery business of Atlanta,” 
said Mr. Broyles, the president of the new 
organization, “is in a lamentable state of 
disorganization, and the object of our meet- 
ing and forming a permanent order among 
the Atlanta grocers is not to black list any- 
one, but for mutual protection and self- 
preservation. It stands to reason that if 
the grocers of Atlanta were relieved of the 
enormous burderi of delinquents, the good 
customers would share equally in our for- 
tune. There will be no collection feature 
connected with the Atlanta Retail Grocers’ 
Association, and no attempt will be made 
to control prices. We'are perfectly willing 
to sell our goods at the normal market 
quotations, and the sole object of organ-< 
izing is to develop a better business and 
more uniform prices. It really is a matter 
that not only concerns the retail grocers, 
but lhkewise the consumers of the city, and 
‘if our purposes are realized at all, the peo- 
ple will also reap a benefit. There is an- 
other thing that the grocers are fighting to 
protect themselves against, and that is the 
pernicious practice among jobbers and com- 
mission men of selling at retail. It is a 
remarkable fact}; but none the less true, 
that right here in Atlanta some of the best 
wholesale firms sell directly to our custo- 
mers, and as iong as this is continued, our 
business is in a jeopardized state. We will 
not strive to run prices up or to band the 
grocers together in such a manner as to 
rob the people, not at all, but we will in- 
sist on the Mnes between wholesale and 
retail being closely drawn. In no other 
business do we find such disorganization, 
and as long as this remains the grocers and 
their patrons will feel the bad effects of it. 

“Atlanta had an organization somewhat 
of this character a few years ago, but the 
new association will adopt new methods 
and follow out such a liberal and advance‘ 

licy that no one can find the least ob- 

ection to it. 

“The men all realize the necessi for a 
change in tthe disorganized state of affairs 
as exist now, and there is plainly among 
the grocerymen of the city a determination 
to improve the old and slip-shod methods 
of the past. : 

“There are about 490 grocerymen in At- 
lanta, and at our meeting on Tuesday 
evening all of the retail men will be on 
hand and a definite policy ed upon 
which will be outlined by. a special com- 
mittee and voted on at this meeting.’’

Spurt in American Tobacco and Sugar 
the Only Feature. 


New York, December 30.—The only re- 
deeming feature of speculation at the 
stock exchange today Was a spurt in 
American Tobacco and Sugar in the late 
trading. The movement in these shares 
saved the day from being one of the dull- 
est on record. The early cables from Lon- 
don occasioned no little disappointment 
inasmuch as quotations from London came 
lower where the reverse had been looked 
for on account of the strong closing here 
yesterday. The traders promptly set to 
work to adjust quotations to the London 
parity, and accordingly the market yield- 
ed 4% to % per cent, the Grangers leading. 
The dealings were in small amounts and 
the decline brought business practically to 
a standstill. As a matter of fact the fluc- 
tuations from 10:30 a. m. up to the close 
of business were merely nominal, covering 
@ range of only %@% per cent outside of a 
very few stocks. The declaration of a 2 
per cent dividend on Tobacco preferred 
and 3 per cent on the common started up 
a little speculation in the latter, although 
as soon as the stock advanced realiza- 
tions seemed to be in order. The price 
first fell % to 79%, then rose to 80% and 
closed at 79%, against 80 on yesterday. The 
real feature of the day was the execution 
of buying orders for considerable amounts 
in Sugar during the last hour of business,

and farm equipment. The ordinary farm- 
er, ninety-nine probably out of every hun- 
dred, lives from six to fifteen miles from 
his shirping stator. He cannot haul 
more than thirty bushels in a wagon. For 
the load. which means a day’s haul to 
most of them, he gets at the station about 
$3.40. It leaves only a little figuring as to 
what 11 rent corn leaves net to the Iowa 
and Nebraska farmer to make plain why, 
with. the greatest crop ever grown, Chi- 
cago is getting only 300 cars per day, and 
why the granger Yailroads are finding ail 
their expectations Gisappointimge. It does 
not explain how the short seller at Chi- 
cago is to make much money. 

Chicago, Burlington and Quincy has over 
3,000 miles of road in the states named. 
This circumstance, together with low 
rates and the slight movement of west- 
bound traffic, is sufficient explanation of 
the comveny’s showing for November, a 
decrease of nearly $400,000 In gross and 
about $200,000 in net, the latter notwith- 
standing a reduction of $186,000 in oper- 
ating expenses. 

As the grain movement has fallen off, 
end as general trade has continued dull, 
no better showing than the foregoing is 
probable for December. It is evident, 
therefore, that the company will not earn 
from its operations murh over 3 per cent 
fer the year. It is almost equally evi- 
dent that a reduction tn the dividend 
rate at no distant day will be the logical 
sequel to existing conditions, a prospect 
which the stock is dicounting. It was the 
one active feature in a dull, uninterest- 
ing market Monday, and declined sharply 
on its November exhibit. 

The last and other adverse influences 
depressed the general list to a moderate 
extent, without eausing Bignificant general 
selling. The commission houses were ap- 
parently without orders, and even the 
floor traders were idle. London sent lower 
prices, but no significant transactions were 
recorded for that account. Railroad earn- 
ings and tonnage statistics were poor, east- 
bound shipments from Chicago last week— 
45.000 tons--decreasing 18,000 from the pre- 
vious week and 31,000 from the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Sugar was heavy, but not verv active. 
The Havemeyers have gone into the coffee 
business, the Arbuckles into the sugar 
business: If this means a long rontest 
between the two factors referred to, as 
well informed people believe it dcgs, it 
becomes at once a serious matter. It av es 
the way for a distribution of the sugar 
trust’s surplus in a direction other than 
sharehowders' pockets. Par for sugar on 
this outlock seems a likely goal.

Under .the terms and stipulations.of the 
contract Contractor Hazen has fifteen days 
in which to begin Work on the new county 
jail, but he bin doubtless — work at 


once. 

The signing of the contract and bond by” 
Mr. Hazen has set at rest all bts in re- 
gard to the building of the jail, and the 
question that is now being ed by the 
public is when will work and when 
will it be completed.The contract settles 
both questions, for it states that. work 
must be started within fifteen days from the 
signing of the contract and must be pushed 
continuously and completed by the close of 
the year and the new jail delivered to the 
county on December 31, 1897. 

Since the opening of the jail bids, Mr. Ha- 
zen has been very busy upon other matters, 
and he has not been able to give the jail 
contract as much mention as he would have 
liked, but everything is» now in readiness 
for the work to begin, and it is quite prob- 
able that Mr. Hazen will begin work at 
once on the excavations for the foundation 
of the building. : 

The jail lot on Butler Street is a familiar 
landmark, as it has been occupied for a 
number of years by the Eelectic college, 
and the old building has but recently been 
tor away to make way for the new jail. 
The material and supplies will be received 
and unloaded from a sidetrack from the 
Georgia railroad and there will be but little 
charges paid for drayage. The iron and 
steel cells will be shipped ready to be placed 
in position and will be among the last things 
that will be given attention. 

The walls will be erected and the parti- 
tions run ag*though the building was to be 
used for a dwelling or large boarding 
house. After this work is finished, the cells 
will be placed in and the finishing touches 
given the work. 

Contractor Hazen has made no statement 
for publication in regard to his plans or ope- 
rations and it is not known where he will 
place his contracts or whom he will employ 
on the building. He has constructed a num- 
ber offlarge buildings and a few jails and 
is regarded as a well experienced builder, 
and the county commissioners are not in 
the least uneasy about the work. 

The bond which has been signed by Mr. 
Hazen is for the sum of $339,322—double the 
amount of the contract and is given in the 
National Surety Company, of Kansas City. 
While the bond has been passed upon by 
the public buildings committee d placed 
on file with the commissioners, will also 
come up at the next session,of the board, 
when it will be formally passed upon. The 
board meets next Wednesday and other 
matters regarding the jail contract will 
probably come up for final disposition. 


HOW COAL DUST IS UTILIZED. 


It Is Converted Into Bricks of Bi- 
tuminous Fuel. 
From The Philadelphia Press. 

Travelers of a mechanical turn of mind 
in Europe have often remarked the exten- 
sive use there of a fuel made of fine coal 
and pitch, pressed into briquettes about the 
size of a granite paving block, says an ex- 
change. These briquettes are employed ex- 
tersively on locomotives in France and 
England, and are also used to a less extent 
in stationary furnaces and for domestic 
purposes. Occasionally travelers will refer 
to the briquettes as examples of European 
thriftiness in utilizing materials wasted in 
this country, but as a matter of fact, a 
number of attempts have been made here 
to manufacture them, but without any 
financial success. Mr. John R. Wagner, 
who has been closely identified with coal 
interests for some years, states that the 
low cost of coal in most seetions of this 
country, the good cooking qualities of most 
bituminous coals, the scarcity of pitch and 
the high cost of manufacture make the 
present outlook of briquettes on this side 
of the Atlantic a poor ome. 

The great success has apparently been 
obtained in the manufacture of eggettes, 
small briquettes of an egg shape, which are 
very hard and well adapted for transporta- 
tion. A plant of this sort at Huntington, 
Ark., has a capacity of about 200 tons a 
day, and uses the semi-bituminous slack 
from the mimes of the Kansas and Texas 
Coal Company. Many of the Arkansas 
coals are semi-anthracite, more or less soft, 
and friable, and difficult to burn in a fine 
state. The materials are used in the pro- 
portion of 100 pounds of bituminous slack, 
ninety pounds of hard coal tar pitch and 
ten pounds of the coal tar obtaimed in the 
manufacture of this pitch. These sub. 
stances are thoroughly mixed together, 
heated to a temperature of 175 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and submitted to great pres- 
sure. At Milwaukee, where one of these 
plants was built, it was employed during 
dull seasons in pressing fine iron ore and 
flue dust, mixed with a high grade combus- 
tible into nuggets suitable for use in cupola 
furnaces, and the same has been done at a 
Chicago plant, which sells the nuggets to 
the Illinois Steel Company. A hopeful 
sign for the manufacture of artificial fuel 
is that improved methods of making coke 
indicate the possibility of obtaining soon 
suitable pitch at a low cost, thus reducing 
one of the highest items of the cost of 
production at present.

Yesterday morning the commission of the 

school met in its room at the Tech build- 
ing. There were present at the meeting 
Messrs. Harris, Heard, Hodgson, Miles 
and Winship. Mr. Porter was absent on 
account of illness. 
The purpose of the meeting was to decide 
upon immediate improvements in the dif- 
ferent departments of the school and 
the erection of the new dormitory. 

The commission .éexpressed itself as be- 
ing well pleased with the work of the 
year so far, @nd congratulates the school 
cn the success it had before the last ses- 
sion of the legislature. The commission 
is prowd of the work done for the Tech 
by its friends, and a vote of thanks was 
tendered to them, especially to Mr. Clar- 
ence Knowles. ; 

To show their gréat appreciation of the 
hard. work done by Mr. Knowles in ob- 
taining the approprfation for the erection

Means were set aside for the immediate 
lighting by electricity of the shops, draw- 
ing offices, chemical and physical labora- 
tories.

This-adds an important fea- 
ture to the Tech, and brings it consider- 
ably to the front. 

The particulars of these two new degrees 
will be given in the catalogue which will 
be published in the spring. The gymna- 
sium, which has for a long time been in 
bad condition, will receive very material 
benefits in the way of equipments at once. 

The executive committee of the com- 
mission was given power to proceed at 
Once with the erection of a dormitory 
containing fifty rooms, to be built on the 
east side of the campus, facing the_aca- 
demic building. 

Every action taken by the commission 
looked to the benefit of the school, and it 
is their intention to make it the leading 
School of its kind in the south. 

The new dormitory, to be known as the 
“Krowles dormitory,”’ will be a magnifi- 
cent building, and one that will add very 
materially to the accommiodations at the 
school. Its fifty rooms will doubtless be 
filled all the time, and President Hall has 
no fear that there will be any room to 
spare, 

The attendance at the school will be in- 
ereased no little at the opening of the 
new year, since a number of new scholars 
are expected at that time. The dormitories 
at the school are now well filled, and the 
young men are still obtaining their board 
at the rate of $10 per month.
